THIRTEENTH LETTER. 

We arrived in Washington, the “City 
of Magnificent Distances,” on Saturday, 
May 23d, at 7 a. m., and at once pro¬ 
ceeded to the National Hotel. Soon 
after breakfast our party called upon 
President Grant at the White House. 
'He received us in the “East room,” and 
greeted each one cordially. Mr. Berry, 
of the Chenango Telegraph, made a few 
remarks in behalf of the excursionists, to 
which the President briefly responded, 
with evident embarrassment. He im¬ 
mediately retired to participate in the 
decoration exercises^rA-rfmgLq^ After 
viewing the magnificent drapery, ~"oIT 
paintings, &c., in the various rooms of 
that elegant Presidential home, we vis¬ 
ited the Treasury Department near by, 
and were received by Mr. Richardson, 
then Secretary of tho Treasury, and 
Supervising Architect Mullett, who pre¬ 
sented to each a copy of his report, con¬ 
taining fine views of the public buildings 
now in process of erection. The Treas¬ 
ury Department, at the time of our visit, 
employed about 1,500 persons, but since 
then some 300 or 400 have been dis¬ 
charged. One of our party told Secre¬ 
tary Richardson how much Confederate 
money had been given us at Montgom- 
ery, and asked if Uncle Sam, who pos¬ 
sesses untold wealth, could not be equally 
liberal.

Our next visit was to the Patent Of¬ 
fice, where thereis an immense number of 
curiosities and inventions.

Among the many articles that 
interested ns were Franklin’s printing 
press, worked by him when in London ; 
the original Declaration of Independ¬ 
ence (unfortunately the names of the 
signers of this most interesting docu¬ 
ment are nearly effaced, hut we are glad 
to learn that efforts are to be made to 
render them again legible); a model of 
the National Washington Monument, to 
be built by tho voluntary contributions 
of the American people ; Washington’s 
sword, &c. No one can visit the Patent 
Office without being deeply interested 
and instructed. What an exhibition does 
it contain of men’s skill and ingenuity !

Us“ esti¬ 
mated cost is $12,000,000. The grounds 
also are very beautiful, and much fre¬ 
quented by the citizens in summer. The 
main rotunda of the Capitol is exceed¬ 
ingly fine; the height from floor to can¬ 
opy is 182 feet. On the walls are sev¬ 
eral large paintings, among whicli are : 
“Discovery of the Mississippi by De 
Soti,” “Baptism of Pochontas,” “Declara¬ 
tion of Independence,” “Gen. Washing¬ 
ton resigning his commission,” and the 
“Landing of Columbus.” Over the west 
stairway, leading to the Hall of the House 
of Representatives, is a painting en¬ 
titled, “Westward the course of Empire 
takes its way,” which cost $40,000. 
Among the statues we noticed those of 
Washington, Franklin, Hamilton, Han¬ 
cock and Lincoln. The Senate Cham¬ 
ber, and the Representatives’ Chamber, 
while less gorgeous in ornamentation 
than the British Houao of Parliament, 
are far more pleasant. It being Decora¬ 
tion day, Congress was not in session. 

From tho top of the Capitol one can 
obtain a splendid view of the city and 
surrounding country, and realize why 
Washington is called the “City of Mag¬ 
nificent Distances.” It stretches out to 
a great distance, but though embracing 
so large a territory, it is rapidly filling 
up. W e learn that it has more than 
doubled in population since the close of 
the war, and is fast becoming a populous 
and beautiful city. Its streets are among 
the finest we have ever seen, and the 
Government buildings can hardly bo Bur- 
passed for solidity and beauty. 

A t the hotel we received a call from 
Senator Conklin. In the evening the 
excursionists attended a reception at the 
residence of Hanson A. Risley, Esq. 
Miss Olive Rjsley Seward, his daughter, 
who made tho tour of the world with the 
lamented Wm. H. Seward, assisted in 
tho reception. She is a very intelligent, 
highly refined lady, and witli the rest of 
the household distributed the hospitali¬ 
ties of the evening in the most cordial 
and liberal manner. A very pleasiyit 
incident of the occasion was the pre¬ 
sentation of a gold-beaded cane by a com¬ 
mittee previously selected for the pur¬ 
pose, to each of our leaders, Messrs. H. 
N. Boach and Edgar Parker, who had 
so satisfactorily guided tho party through 
the South, as a testimonial of the good 
feeling entertained for them by the ex¬ 
cursionists. The presentations were ac¬ 
companied with appropriate remarks. 

Sunday, May 31, was spent by our 
party in resting and attending church. 
We found ^he churches woll attended, 
and several of the Sunday-schools will 
compare favorably with any we have 
ever visited. There was also street 
preaching in different parts of the city 
in the evening, which was listened to by 
crowds of people. Some of the preaching 
was excellent, and the singing very good. 

Monday, Juno 1, we started for Phil¬ 
adelphia at 51 a. m., and took breakfast 
at the St. Clair Hotel, Baltimore, where 
we met the Illinois Press Association, 
who were on their way to Washington. 
Their party numbered 140, axul judging 
from appearance they were having a gay 
time. Having tostay in Baltimore buttwo 
hours, wo could see but littleof it. On ac¬ 
count of its numerous monuments it is 
called the “Monumental City.” Wash¬ 
ington’s monument is a very lino one, 
and the citizens are justly proud of it. 
Among the inscriptions on it are the 
ollowing: 


WASHINGTON, 

BY THE STATE OP MARYLAND. 

The citizens of Baltimore invited our 
party to stay with them for the day, but 
we had to hurry to reach Philadelphia, 
at which place we arrived just after noon. 
Not expecting a reception in Philadel¬ 
phia we were pleasantly surprised on 
finding carriages at the depot by tho or¬ 
der of George W. Childs, Esq., who had 
deputized, in his absence, Col. W. R. 
Muckle, A. B. Burke and Alexander 
Ramsey, Jr., of the Ledger, and H. L. 
Taggart, of the Sunday Times, to take 
charge of the party during its stay, Mr. 
Childs being absent in attendance, as 
a pall-bearer, at the funeral of J. Edgar 
Thompson, the Pennsylvania railroad 
king. We were royally entertained here. 
We were first conveyed to the United 
States Mint, where we were received by 
ex-Govemor Pollock, Director of the 
Mint, in a cordial speech of welcome, 
and then escorted by the Director and 
Mr. A. Louden, Chief Coiner, through 
the entire establishment, and the process 
of melting, rolling, punching and coining 
the metal, in order to make the coins, 
fully explained. We saw pile after pile 
oi gold and silver bars. We took up 
one gold bar, worth $9,000, but did not 
pocket it. The process of stamping the 
coins is quiterapid—80 per minute. The 
silver dollar requires a pressure of eight 
tons, and the larger the coin tho greater 
the pressure required. The floor is of 
iron, full of small divisions,* so that no 
particles of silver or gold can be lost. 
By this means a saving of at. least $25,- 
04H> per year is effected. 

YY 0 next visited the cabinet of coins, 
which is said to be the largest in the world. 
It contains between 7,000 and 8,000 va¬ 
rieties, and it afforded us great interest 
to notice the coins of the various coun¬ 
tries. 

From the Mint we wero conveyed to 
the Continental Hotel, where we had 
dinner, and, again taking carriages, went 
to the Masonic Temple, a magnificent 
structure, costing $1,500,000. Here we 
were introduced by Col. Muckle to Grand 
Tyler Harrison G. Clark, who extended 
us a hearty welcome and escorted us en¬ 
tirely' through the . building, explaining 
to us the uses of the various rooms, and 
taking great pains to point out all tho 
objects of interest in the building. From 
the Masonic Temple our party drove to 
the Ledger Building, the well-known 
-»*%wnpftper offitwoffteo; W. Childs; this 
wo "inspected from top to bottom, and 
were greatly interested in the many 
things we saw there. From the Ledger 
office we walked to Independence Hall, 
the birthplace of American independence, 
and gazed ip reverence upon its dingy 
walls and the many revolutionary x'elics 
which are gathered there, prominent 
among which is the old bell, which an¬ 
nounced to the people that the Declara¬ 
tion of Independence had been signed, 
that henceforth the American people 
were to owe allegience to no foreign po¬ 
tentate. It is now in the hall, and is 
supported by the same rafters as when 
in the towel-. On one of tho beams, 
painted in large letters, we noticed the 
words : “Proclaim liberty throughout all 
the land untoall the inhabituntsthereof.” 

We looked upon the old bell with the 
deepest interest. When it first rang 
out its notes of liberty, how few and 
weak wer^ the American people, and 
now how numerous and powerful—be¬ 
come, ere Llib lapse of a century, one of 
■the f tarerii OHtnations in the world ! 

Leaving Independence Hall, wo again 
took carriages and were driven to Fair- 
mount Park, 2,991 acres in extent, one 
of the largest parks in the world, and 
the pride of' Philadelphians; crossed a 
I bridge 600 feet long bv 100 feet wide, 
built, wo were informed, in less than a 
year, at a cost- of $1,500,000 ; through 
the park to Belmont, where refreshments 
were partaken of. We returned to the 
hotel a little before 8 o’clock, when most 
of our party (all were invited) attended 
tho Walnut street theatre, to witness 
Signor Salvini in Lis great impersona¬ 
tion of “Sampson.” 

From the following statistics it will 
be seen that Philadelphia is no mean 
city. Hon. B. H. Brewster, in his ad¬ 
dress, July 4t h. at the laying of tho 
corner-stone of the Public Building, said 
that Philadelphia has n population of 
nearly 800,000, occupying an area of 
120 square miles, with 900 miles of 
I opened streets and roads, IjUO of which 
I are payed; below the surfaco are 134 
miles of sewers, over 600 of gas mains, 
and 546 of wator-pij.es. It has over 400 
jrlaces of public worship, witli accommo¬ 
dations for 300,000 jrersons; over 400 
public schools, 1,600 teachers, and 80,- 
000 jnijnls; 9,000 manufactories, having 
a capitol of $185,000,000, employing 
145,000 hands, with annual products of 
over $384,000,000. In 1873, it exported 
over $34,000,000 and imported over 
$26,000,000. Its real estato assessed 
for taxation was $518,000,000. 

During our stay in the city we 
were the guests of Mr. George W. 
Childs, of the Philadelphia Ledger, whose 
many hospitalities, magnificent liberal 
acts ^nd nobility of soul, have given 
him a world-wide reputation, and Ids 
name and that of Ids able and influential 
paper have become famous throughout 
this country and Eurojie. 

The excursionists separated at Phila¬ 
delphia, on Tuesday morning, June 2d, a 
portion taking the New York city routo 
home, and a jiortion tho Lehigh Valley 
routo. We took tho latter routo, and 
were greatly delighted with its over- 
changing and magnificent scenery. 

We arrived homo Wednesday after¬ 
noon, June 3d, having been absent three 
weeks and two days, during which we 
had madeacircuit of nearly four thousand 
miles and traversed eleven different 
States, and were everywhere received 
with open arms and the most lavish hos¬ 
pitality. Balls, reoejitions, dinners, rides, 
&o., wore’ everywhere tendered us, and 
there was probably no such welcoino or 
honor ever bofore accorded to any excur- 
sionistsof like character.' And as for our 
party, which numbered sixty-one, it was 
one of the mostgenial, jolly, and good nu- 
tured that we ever traveled with, which 
added much to the pleasure of the excur¬ 
sion.
